In reply to the Restriction Requirement issued July 3, 2007, Applicants hereby elect 
Group II, claim 7-12, drawn to proteins. Applicants respectfully submit that Group III, 
claims 13-18, drawn to vaccines should also be included with the examination of the 
protein claims. This election is made with traverse. 

Applicants further traverse the requirement for an election of species. However, to 
properly respond, Applicants select the sequence homology of at least 93%, as reported 
in claim 7. 
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Response to Restriction Requirement of July 3, 2007 

It is Applicants belief that the vaccine claims should also be examined in this 
application a provisional election is made to claim 13 and a homology of at least 70%. 

The Examiner made reference to a journal publication by Jayarao et al., referencing 
Figure 2 which was said to encode numerous proteins from 2 kD to 23.1 kD. In fact, 
Figure 2 shows a gel of gene sequences from fourteen different isolates digested with 
Hindlll. The nucleic acids identified range from 2.0 kb to 23.1 kb. This is not an 
illustration of proteins in a range from 2 kD to 23. 1 kD.
